NEW YORK (AP)—As welcome

spring rise in installment credit.

In a study of Soviet nutrition, Dr. Josef Brozek of Lehigh 


University has reported that Russian scientists tested diets dif- 
fering in their 'ratio, of carbohydrate to fat. One was 65 percent 
carbohydrate, 15 percent fat. The second was 20 percent carbo- 
hydrate, 60 percent fat. Interpreting responses as indicators of 
brain activity, the. Soviets compared, responses of their animal 
subjects with controls. They found that diets, high in carbohy- 
drate heightened; brain activity. In contrast,'diets high in fat 
slowed down, brajn'; activity. 
' 


Western science has not yet tried to manipulate diets to con- 


trol, intellectual response. In our pattern, we have sacrificed car- 
bohydrate! indulged; in more foods rich in fat. But many; Amer- 
ican nutritionists are urging a change in our way of eating in the 
interest of heart disease control. They recommend: 


That Americans turn first to selected: sources of carbohydrate 
rather than to foods high in fat after protein needs arp met. 
Selected carbohydrate comes from enriched or whole grain 
bread and other cereal foods, skim milk, fruits and vegetables. 
Another reason will be added for this recommendation if Rus- 


sian research on the effect of diet on the intellect is confirmed by 
studies on humans.

Education subcommittee in sup- 
port of a bill to provide federal 
funds to states for elementary and 
secondary school education with- 
out any strings attached. 


He said he doesn't believe the 


people of Arkansas are opposed 
to federal financial 
support to 


states for education provided they 
are assured there are no federal 
•control's,. 


Elaborating, he said that it had 


made no difference to Arkansas 
voters what views their members 
of Congress hold on the matter— 
they elect them anyway. 


He pointed out that Sen. J. W. 


Fulbright, D-Ark., has supported 
previous aid - to - education bills 
strongly as have some of the 
Houan members),: ' while Se!ri. John 
L. McClellan, D-Ark., , along with 
others of .the 'delegation, have op- 
posed 
the 
legislation 
just 
as 


strongly. 


"So their stand on this issue 


makes no. differ eWce," he' skid, 
"In Arkansas, members of Con- 
gress are not elected on one issue 
alone."
